The smuggling trial of Italian movie producer 
Carlo Ponti and his wife Sophia Loren, has been 
postponed until October. The couple will be tried in 
absentia on charges of taking at least $11 million in 
Italian lire out of Italy. Judges granted a request 
Saturday by defence lawyers more time to study 
the case. Neither Ponti nor Loren have been in 
Italy since the actress was stopped by customs 
officials March 9, 1977, as she passed through 
Rome airport on her way to Paris. Officials 
allegedly found $3.5-million worth of paintings in 
her luggage and she is charged with attempted 
illegal export of art objects.
